The plane landed lafely 
eight hours later at Aden, at 
the southwest corner of the 
Arabian peninsula, the airline 
announced. 

"All passengers are safe/* 
said an official of Lufthansa, 
the West German airline. 

A Lufthansa spokesman in 
Frankfurt, West Germany, 
said the plane carried 172 pas¬ 
sengers and a crew of 16. The 
flight originated in Tokyo and 
•topped in Bangkok en route 
to New Delhi. It was to have 
landed In Frankfurt after an¬ 
other stop in Athens. 

The hijackers comman¬ 
deered the plane about an 
hour after it took off from 
New Delhi for Athens. 

A Lufthansa official in New 
Delhi said three Lebanese na¬ 
tionals and three passengers 
from the Persian Gulf state of 
Oman were among the 41 peo¬ 
ple who boarded the plane in 
the Indian capital. But he 
could not positively say who 
had seized the aircraft. 

An airline spokesman in 
Frankfurt also said three pas¬ 
sengers were identified on the 
Boeing passenger list as 
Arabs carrying passports 
from Oman.

PEKING — Capping one of the most hnprob- 
able of days, President Nixon and Chinese Premier 
Chou En-lal toasted each other at a sumptuous 
banquet Monday night In words that augured suc¬ 
cess for their summit talks this week. 

Chou hailed Nixon's visit to China as a ‘‘posi¬ 
tive move,” observed that “the gate to friendly 
contact had finally been opened,” and said the 
grcat differences between the two nations “should 
not hinder China and the United States from es¬ 
tablishing normal state relations.” 

Urging that the two nations try to bridge the 
gulf that separates them without compromising 
their principles, Nixon drew applause from the 
Chinese by alluding to one of the most sacred epi¬ 
sodes in the history of Chinese communism — the 
long march of Chairman Mao Tse-lung and his 
followers in 1934-35. 

The president asked that the Chinese leaders 
join him during the next five days on “a long 
march" toward better relations and a world struc¬ 
ture of peace.

Luna 20 Probe 
Sends Pictures 


BOCHUM. Germany <UPI* 
— The Soviet Union’s Luna 20 
probe landed on tlie moon 
Monday and a few seoonds 
later deposited a mobile ex¬ 
plorer and set it to work, a 
West German scientist said. 

Heinz Kaminski, director of 
tlie Bochum Institute for 
Space and Satellite Research, 
said Lunokhod 2 joined tlie 
mobile explorer Lunokhod 1 
as the second such apparatus 
successfully employed on the 
• moon by the Russians during 
the past 15 months. 

Kaminski said his institute, 
nunlt ;red the "elegant" land¬ 
ing manoeuvre of Luna 20, 


which lasted 40 minutes. He 
said the moon probe soft-land¬ 
ed at 11:19 a.m. PST and im¬ 
mediately began transmitting 
pictures to earth. 

The scientist said soon af¬ 
terwards the institute’s moni¬ 
tors picked up signals similar 
to those sent by Lunokhod 1 
when it began Its robot-like 
labors Nov. 17, 1970 on the 
moon’s surface. He 6aid this 
could only mean .that a simi¬ 
lar apparatus—Lunokhod 2— 
had begun work. 

Kaminski said. the moni¬ 
tored signals showed Luna 20 
apparently landed on the 
southern half of tlie light side

Tough on Hijackers 


OTTAWA (CP) — Air hi¬ 
jacking or sabotage would be¬ 
come offences subject to life 
imprisonment under Criminal 
Code amendments proposed 
by the government Monday. 

The new air piracy sections, 
tailored to recent interna¬ 
tional conventions, also would 
subject those carrying 
firearms or explosives aboard 
a plane to up to 14 years in 
prison. 

The proposed amendments 
would extend jurisdiction of 
Canadian courts to offences 
.carried out while a Canadian 
aircraft was in flight or on the 
ground, whether in or outside 
Canada. 

Other proposed amend¬ 
ments in an extensive 1972 
package would: 


- Extend the 1969 breath- 
test for impairment, which 
has snared thousands of 
drinking motorists, to opera¬ 
tors of boats as well - mak¬ 
ing them liable U? imprison¬ 
ment. fines and loss of licence 
for navigating while im¬ 
paired.

Repeal the controversial 
law on vagrancy by which 
prostitutes are detained by

How far the Chinese might 
be prepared to move— even 
at a slow pace — towards the 
jointly stated goal of a "nor¬ 
malization of relations" is a 
matter of much speculation, 
even within the White House. 

Chou’s toast seemed to offer 
the most substantial bint to 
date that the Chinese may be 
quite forthcoming. His state¬ 
ment that the deep differences 
between the two countries 
should not hinder establishing 
normal relations appeared to 
clearly indicate the Chinese 
are willing to finesse, at least 
for awhile, the sensitive issue 
of Taiwan’s status. 

Peking claims sovereignty 
over the island but the United 
States formally recognizes the 
Nationalist Chinese govern¬ 
ment on Taiwan and has 
given no indication that it is 
ready to withdraw such recog¬ 
nition. 

Chou noted that as early as 
1955 the Chinese government 
had said it was willing to 
enter into negotiations with 
the United States. 

“We have taken note of the 
fact that in his speech before 
setting out for China." Chou 
said. "President Nixon . . . 
said that ’What we must do 
Is to find a way to see that 
we can have difference* with¬ 
out being enemies in war.’ 

"We hope that through a 
frank exchange of views ... a 
new start can be made in the 
relations between our two 
countries." 

If the president was disap¬ 
pointed by the spartan recep¬ 
tion accorded him at the air¬ 
port, there was not the slight¬ 
est suggestion on It Monday 
night. 

He thanked Chou for his 
"incomparable hospitality" 
and for his "gracious and ele- 
quent" remarks. 


Nixon said moat of the chil¬ 
dren in the world were bom 
since the people’s Republic of 
China was founded on Oct. 1, 
1949. 

"What legacy shall we 
leave our children?” Nixon 
asked. "Are they destined to 
die for the hatreds which 
have plagued the whole world, 
or are they destined to live 
because we had the vision to 
build a new world?" 

After reserving the morning 
for staff conferences, Nixon 
and Kissinger began their dis¬ 
cussions of specific issues 
with Chou Tuesday afternoon 
while Rogers met separately 
with foreign minister Chi 
Peng-fei. 

Tuesday night the president 
and Mrs. Nixon attended a 
Chinese opera. During the 
day, Mrs. Nixon visited a 
famous hotel kitchen to ob¬ 
serve how the food is pre¬ 
pared. 


YOUR GOOD HEALTH 


Teenager Tonsilitis 


By G. C. THOSTESON, MD 

Dear Dr. Thosteson: Can a 

13-yeaix>ki suddenly develop 
tonsil trouble? My daughter 
has always been very healthy, 
but s few months ago her ton¬ 
sils began swelling. 

I took her to the doctor and 
she got a shot and a prescrip¬ 
tion. They continued swelling, 
so I took her back for another 
prescription a month later. 
There is some tenderness and 
swelling but she hasn’t felt 
sick. The doctor has advised 
having her tonsils out, but I 
question this because she has 
always been so healthy in the 


past. Could it be something 
else? — Mrs. H.M. 

Tonsillitis can develop sud¬ 
denly at her age, and the mat¬ 
ter of her past good health 
may have no bearing on the 
infection, or on her future 
health. The point is that infec¬ 
tion has developed in the ton¬ 
sils. 

It is quite true that appro¬ 
priate treatment can subdue 
an acute attack — but she’s 
had such treatment, and the 
swelling and tenderness (and 
the infection) persist. 

This isn't what you’d call 
exactly startling. Tonsil tissue 
and tonsil structure are such 
that chronic, recurrent infec¬ 


tion can occur. It sounds as 
though it had in this case. 

Of course I’ve never been 
what used to be called an avid 
"tonsil yanker," but neither 
have I wanted to keep tonsils 
when there were signs that 
they ought to come out. 

Your doctor has seen your 
daughter’s tonsils, and he has 
seen how she reacts (or 
rather doesn’t) to medication. 
I’d say follow his advice 
rather than argue that it 
"might be something else." 
What else, pray tell? The 
swelling is in the tonsils. It’s 
reasonable to assume that 
that's where the trouble is 
not "somewhere else."

Four IRA Suspects Killed 


Irish police survey remains of car 


BELFAST (CP) - Four sus¬ 
pected guerrillas accidental¬ 
ly blew themselves up In a 
ball of flame Monday during 
an apparent attempt to sneak 
a bomb Into battle-scarred 
Belfast. 

They died Jn- a ^ deafening 
blast when their car exploded 
about two miles southeast of 
the Northern Ireland capital. 
In the tangled wreckage were 
two revolvers of a type fa¬ 
vored by the illegal Irish Re¬ 
publican Army, police said. 

Three neighborhood women 
wore treated for shock after 


the blast as the explosion 
shattered windows in nearby 
homes. 

The four were believed vic¬ 
tims of a 20-pound gelignite 
bomb destined for Belfast, 
where two guerrillas earlier 
blew up a downtown gas sta¬ 
tion, injuring several persons. 

The car exploded 20 yards 
from a busy intersection on 
the main Ballygowan Road. A 
cab driver 100 yards ew’ay 
said: 

“My car was lifted off the 
srriHjnd but then just rolled 
on." 

The lour bodjes were blast¬ 


ed beyond immediate recogni¬ 
tion. 

Thousands of troo{>s and po¬ 
lice went on immediate alert 
in Belfast in case the bomb 
should herald a return to the 
IRA’s offensive against the 
capital. 

A fifth apparently self- 
inflicted IRA fatality was dis¬ 
covered when police stopped a 
hearse at Banbridge, south of 
the capital, and opened a cof¬ 
fin carrying the body of 14- 
year-old David McAuley. An 
autopsy in Belfast showed he 
had been shot in the stomach. 

Police believe he was ac¬ 
cidentally shot during weap¬ 


ons training with an IRA aux¬ 
iliary. 

The five deaths brought 
Northern Ireland’s 2 1 ,i-year 
toll of religious-political vio¬ 
lence to '251 dead, 45 of them 
this year alone. 

Meanwhile, a lawyer for the 
British defence ministry de¬ 
scribed as “outrageous” ale- 
gations that Gen. Robert 
Ford, commander of land 
forces In Northern Ireland, 
had set in operation a plan to 
wipe out the banned Irish Re¬ 
publican Army without con¬ 
sideration of the marchers i:i 
1 Londonderry's “Bloody Sun¬ 
day.”

DETROIT (UPI) - General 
Motors mailed certified let¬ 
ters Monday to 100,000 Ameri¬ 
can owners of certain Chevro¬ 
let cars to begin the recall bf 
6.7 million vehicles In the 
largest and most expensive 
recall in automotive history. 

Owners of the cars and 
trucks were asked to take 
their vehicles to a dealer foj- 
free installation of a cable re¬ 
straint designed *to anchor the 
engine to a control bar near 
the wheels. 

The massive recall will cost 
GM an estimated $35 million. 
It has been In preparation 
stages for more than two 
months and will take another 
three months to complete. 

Affected are standard 
Chevrolet* and Novas built 
from 1965 to 1969 a* well as 
1967-69 Camaros and certain 
Chevrolet and GMC light 
Trucks. Only vehicles with 
V-8 engines are involved,

A LMOST LOST IN THE GREAT SPATE of 
v words that is coming out of Peking is a brief 
despatch from Tokyo. Outer Mongolia on Saturday 
became the first communist nation in Asia to es¬ 
tablish diplomatic relations with Japan. The sig¬ 
nificance of the event is in the fact that negoti¬ 
ations were held in Moscow and that Outer Mongo¬ 
lia, as a generous gesture of goodwill, tore up its 
claim for reparations growing out of the Second 
World War. 

A next logical step would be the return of the 
four Kurile islands, adjoining Hokkaido, seized by 
the Soviet Union in the closing hours of a war in 
which the two nations were scarcely engaged to¬ 
gether. The Russians simply grabbed what spoils 
they could when the Japanese were in no position 


Redundant 

r IS DIFFICULT to imagine legislation more 
superfluous than the proposed amendment to 
British Columbia's Constitution Act ostensibly put¬ 
ting members of the legislature and the govern 
ment itself in the same boat as t h e province’s 
teachers. This window-dressing can impress no one. 

Next year, if teachers through negotiation or 
arbitration win pay increases above a percentage 
set by the government — presumably the same fig¬ 
ure as established for the government employees 
— such settlements will be subject to approval, or 
rejection, by the ratepayers. 

The Constitution Act amendment, according 
to Provincial Secretary Wesley Black, will have the 
same effect for the legislators and cabinet 
members. If they vote themselves more than per¬ 
mitted by the government guidelines, they will 
have to go to the people for approval. 

But who will propose what they should vote 
themselves? 

The government, of course. And if it is in any 
semblance of its right mind, it will not dream of 
asking as much as it has granted others, let alone 
more. 


to contest the issue. But it is a situation .which very 
deeply galls Japanese sensitivities. 

The Russians, possibly with some justification, 
occupied the islands in the belief that they are es 
sential to the protection of their interests on vul¬ 
nerable Sakhalin island and even to the security of 
Vladivostok and the highly sensitive Sino-Soviet 
frontier. Two have been heavily fortified to control 
the strait between Hokkaido and Sakhalin, La 
Perouse. 

Moscow has resisted Tokyo’s persuasion for 
the return of even the unfortified islands on the 
pretext it feared Japan would allow the Americans 
to build air bases there. There is no prospect of 
such an arrangement now. And if the Soviet Union 
is seriously engaged in winning an erstwhile ally 
away from the United States, no better strategy 
could be devised than a return of this territory. 

The impact on Japan would be immediate and 
momentous, particularly with the cooling of rela¬ 
tions between Tokyo and Washington resulting, 
first, from the pressures for a costly adjustment of 
trade balance, the continued controversy over 
Okinawa and, finally, the surprise overtures to Pe¬ 
king. 

President Nixon’s manoeuvring may have the 
desired effect of hastening an end to the Vietnam 
war, which everyone will applaud. ButJhere is lit¬ 
tle doubt it has alarmed Japan, disturbed and an¬ 
noyed the Russians, and without any guarantee 
that Chairman Mao Tse-tung will respond satisfac¬ 
torily. 

Premier Chou En-lai speaks airily about the 
"normalization” of Sino-Ameriean relationships. It 
is taken to mean he would be receptive to diploma¬ 
tic exchange's. And this, of course, would be a 
useful arrangement, providing the apparatus were 
used in the encouragement of peaceful solutions to 
differences not only between the two nations but 
elsewhere in the wide world of dispute. 

But this sort of concession, still a frail sort of 
hope, would be won at grave risk if, for example, it 
should imperil the strategic aims limitation talks 
and further alienate Japan. 

History will answer the question of whether 
Mr. Nixon has embarked on a futile expedition, 
even a disastrous one, or the splendid crusade for 
understanding and peace he believes it to be.

tT IS NECESSARY to go back in memory long 
1 before Courtney Haddock became mayor of 
Victoria to appreciate him for what he was — a 
down-to-earth, happy-but-by-no-means-go - lucky, 
understanding person who thought of others, and 
how he might help them, much more than he 
thought about himself. 

He may have given a wrong impression at 
times because of his blunt approach to issues, but 
foremost always was community betterment which 
showed from the day he arrived in Victoria in 1951 
to open and manage the first retail outlet here of 
the Woodward’s department store chain. 

He immediately involved himself in public af¬ 
fairs and many an organization benefitted over the 
years from his energetic participation in a wide va¬ 
riety of services to the people. His enthusiasm was 
refreshing and led him to leadership of most of the 
groups with which he became connected. And they 
were many. At one time or another he headed up 
such bodies as the Chamber of Commerce, the 
board of Royal Jubilee Hospital, the advisory com¬ 


mittee to the Salvation Army, the Vancouver Is¬ 
land Heart Fund. 

He even turned to community-mindedness in 
his personal recreation preference, boating. As a 
district commander of the Vancouver Island Power 
Boat Squadron he worked with zest for the educa 
tion of weekend sailors In safety on the waters, and 
he contributed a great deal to the assistance the or¬ 
ganization offers the public in other ways. 

Courtney Haddock was destined for public of¬ 
fice, tjut he waited two years after retirement from 
business to offer himself to Victoria city electors. 
He was chosen chief magistrate by a large majori¬ 
ty in a three-way contest in December, 1969. 

His two years In the office ware progressive, 
but some of his decisions were controversial, and 
he lost In his bid for a second term. Unfortunately 
he may be remembered mostly for the storms in 
city council during his mayoralty when the great 
good that he has done should shine brighter. 

Courtney Haddock’s death means a greater 
loss to the community than many people realize.

P RESENT and future rela¬ 
tions between the United 
States and the Soviet Union 
dominated President Nixon's 
third foreign policy report to 
Congress. Though issued on 
the eve of his historic visit to 
Communist China, this latest 
“State of the World Message” 
makes it dear that the pres¬ 
ident hopes for more immedi¬ 
ate and more concrete results 
from his trip to Moscow in 
May than from his .current 
journey to Peking. 

The report says that in Pe¬ 
king the Chinese and Ameri¬ 
can leaders will talk, “as 
equals." But it is evident that 
the United States recognizes 
only one true equal, only one 
other super-power, and that is 
Soviet Russia. 

♦ At It 

"Since the nuclear age 
began.” says the report, 
“both the world’s fears of Ar¬ 
mageddon and its hopes for a 
stable peace have rested on 
the relationship between the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union ... If the ultimate 
prospect for a stable world 
peace requires accommo¬ 
dation between China and tha 
United States, both the imme¬ 
diate and long-term hopes for 
world stability rest on a more 
decent and mutually benefi¬ 
cial relationship between our¬ 
selves and the Soviet Union.” 

The chapter on China is full 
of friendly generalities about 
the need to establish contact 
“between the world’s most 
powerful nation and the 
world’s most populous na¬ 
tion.” The trip to Peking is ”a 
beginning.” the "launching of 
a new process.” 

The approach to the Rus¬ 
sians is founded on specific 
hopes and fears. The tone is 
businesslike, wary and tough. 
The report scornfully rejects 
a Russo-American summit 
t^at was merely "an empty 
and self-deluding exercise in 
atmospherics.” 

"In Moscow," says Pres¬ 
ident Nixon, “we will have 
three central objectives. We 
want to complete work on 
those issues which have been 
carried to the point of final 
decision. We want to establish 
a political framework for deal¬ 
ing with the issues still in 
dispute. And we want to ex¬ 
amine with the Soviet leader* 
the further development of 
the United States-Sovlet rela¬ 
tionship in the years ahead.” 

President Nixon said in his 
broadcast introduction of the 
report that he concluded "on 
balance” that the Moscow 
summit would be worthwhile, 
because the Soviet Union had 
shown “willingness to take 
jKJsltive steps towards peace 
in the past year.” 

In his broadcast. President 
Nixon suggested that the sum¬ 
mit could bring progress, par¬ 
ticularly on arms limitation 
and economic co-operation.

but suspicions and doubts 
about real Soviet intentions 
are repeatedly raised in the 
23-page State of the World 
Message. It envisages “an in¬ 
ternational system resting on 
the stability of relations be¬ 
tween the super-powers." 

The key to such a system 
would be the exercise of “res¬ 
traint” (the word crops up 
again and again) by both Mos¬ 
cow and Washington. But the 
report makes it clear that 
there is a serious, nagging 
doubt in the minds of U.S. 
policymaker* about Russian 
willingness lo use restraint 
and to sacrifice short-term, 
tactical advantages for the 
sake of a stable peace. 

The report says that Ameri¬ 
cans consider international 
tension “abnormal” and 
something that can be re¬ 
solved essentially by "good 
will.” 

“We assume that, if ten¬ 
sions persist, it is proof that 
our adversary is implacably 
hostile to us. The application 
of these attitudes to relations 
with the Soviet Union has led 
to excessive and unjustified 


optimism during periods of 
detente, and to uncritical ac¬ 
ceptance of inevitable and un- 
bounded hostility during 
periods of tension.” 

Soviet diplomacy, on the 
other hand, "is prepared to 
accept international tension 
as normal, and too often to 
view negotiations with the 
United States as a form of 
harsh competition from which 
only one side can possibly 
gain advantage." 

♦ ★ ★ 

The report underlines the 
“ambiguous and contradic¬ 
tory trends in Soviet policy*” 
While the SALT meeting* 
have made progress. Moscow 
continued to build up its mili¬ 
tary power, and its attitudes 
during the Indo-Pakistan war 
(when Moscow backed India 
while Washington “tilted " in 
favor of Pakistan) “have dan¬ 
gerous implications for other 
regional conflict*.’’ The Rus¬ 
sian position in the Middle 
East, the report says, “re¬ 
flects a mixture of Soviet in¬ 
terest in expansionist policies 
and Soviet recogniti<«i of the 
dangers of confrontation.”

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Japan More Relaxed 
On New China Policy 

By MARK FRANKLAND from Tokyo 

r iE Japanese have got over the worst of the shock they 
suffered fr *m the United States’ new China policy. 
Unless the Nixon visit to Peking produces something very 
much more dramatic and tangible than is expected it will not 
after all change the world so very terribly for Japan. For. in 
spite of the new jargon talk about living now- in a “mul¬ 
tipolar” world (that is, a world with several centres of power 
as against one dominated by America and Russia), Japan 
cannot easily loosen its ties to the West or enter into closer 
relations with Russia and China. 

A good many Japanese would not agree. There is great 
political and commercial interest in China and Russia. The 
Japanese Left would like to get on better with both countries 
as a matter of principle. Japanese business sees China and 
Russia as rich sources of raw materials as well as two huge 
markets. But what Japanese might like and what they can 
get are two different things. Japanese businessmen have had 
offices in Moscow for a decade now. 'Hie Japanese are ob¬ 
sessed with the problem of getting raw materials for their in¬ 
dustry and they would very much like to. do a liargain with 
Moscow over the mineral resources of Siberia. 

★ ★ * 

But a glance at Japan's trade figures show how tytle has 
come from hopes of trade with Russia and the rest of the 
Communist world. 

Even now that Moscow is courting Japan as part of its 
anti-China policy, the Russians are being as close-fisted as 
ever about giving the Japanese what they want. The Russians 
do indeed want the Japanese to help to develop Siberia, but 
they are asking Tokyo for a huge loan on the sort of term* 
that are usually only granted to an under-developed country. 

And it remains to be seen whether Moscow will make the 
one political gesture that is essential if Japanese-Soviet rela¬ 
tions are to improve - the surrender of the four little iai*nd» 
off the north of Japan which Russian occupied at the end of 
the Second World War. 

Even If Moscow does give back the islands and so clears 
the way for the formal peace treaty which Japan wants, it is 
most unlikely to bring about a golden age of &>viet-Ja panes? 
trade or anything else. The Soviet leadership will never let a 
large capitalist country like Japan get too deeply into the So¬ 
viet economy. The same will very likely be true for, China, 
which has far worse experiences of Japan than the Russians 
have and whose blackest period of modern history was 
brought about by bullying foreigners who wanted to turn 
China into a vast market for their goods. 

* * it 

Hie facts of trade and the suspicion of Peking *id Mos¬ 
cow towards Japan as a capitalist country are reasons 
enough why Japan will in the foreseeable future go on lean¬ 
ing towards the West and above all America. But there ia 
another reason that is so obvious that it is usually not men¬ 
tioned. Although the democracy Imposed on Japan by the 
Americans at the end of the war has been ”Japanes?-ed” in 
many ways, Japan has much more in common Intellectually 
with the West that with the Communist world. And unless 
there is some great bpheaval here this intellectual and cul- 
oral (in the widest sense) gap between Japan and the Com- 
' munist countries, will get bigger.

American relations to a meet¬ 
ing he had in Washington in 
October 1570 with the Soviet 
foreign minister.

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Hanoi About To Spring Striking Surprise

Just before Christmas, 
1953 the head of the 
Vietnamese police in 
Hanoi told me that the 
Viet Minh were bringing 
in 105 millimetre field 
guns and anti-aircraft 
guns from China.

Dien Bien Phu.

rused the British of having 
leaked secret material to me. 

The curious part of the 
story Is that the French did 
not react to their own in¬ 
telligence. The entrenched 
camp at Dien Bien Phu was 
wlx>Uy unprepared for the 
fire that came out of the 
hills from the Viet Minh 
guns on the night of March 
13. 1954. 

The French dugouts and 
bunkers had been built to 
withstand harassing mortar 
and 75 mm fire, not the bar¬ 
rage the Viet Miqh 105 mm 
and 120 mm mortars laid 
down. Bunkers collapsed 
under the weight of the fire, 
smothering troops in debris. 
Casualties from artillery fire 
were fearful. 

The surprise in the air was 
no less acute. French pilots 
had never flown against real 
anti-aircraft fire and the 
planes trying to resupply and 
reinforce Dien Bien Phu 
climbed ever higher! 

A substantial part of the 
supplies they dropped landed 
in Viet Minh areas. 


The inevitable end came in 
the late afternoon of May 7. 56 
days after the first attack. 
Holding all the commanding 
ground. the Viet Minh 
wheeled up their new multiple 
rocket launchers and re¬ 
coilless rifles, firing over open 
sights at ranges of only a few 
hundred yards.

As the North Vietnamese 
leaders prepare for what they 
hope will be the decisive 
phase of the second Indochina 
War. the South Vietnamese 
and the Americans are better 
informed about their adver¬ 
saries’ secret weapons. 

In the fighting on the Plain 
of Jars last December the 
North Vietnamese brought in 
MiG21s as air cover and on 
the ground look the wraps off 
heavy tanks and long-range 
130 millimetre guns. 

★ ** * 

At the same time, similar 
heavy equipment began to 
move down the* Ho Chi Minh 
trail. There have been tank 
sightings in the South Viet¬ 
namese province of Kontum, 


where elements of two North 
Vietnamese divisions have 
concentrated. 

Three more North Vietnam¬ 
ese divisions are in the north¬ 
ern part of the demilitarized 
zone, separating North and 
South Vietnam. 

In anticipation of the use of 
MiGs by the North Vietnam¬ 
ese. General Hoang Xuan 
Lem, commander of the 1st 
Military Region in South Viet¬ 
nam, has recently set up an 
anti-air battalion.

Without being unduly pes¬ 
simistic. however. I believe 
that it is open to serious doubt 
whether the use of aircraft in 
support of ground operations 
by the North Vietnamese in 
South Vietnam might not 
prove much more effective 
than the Americans and the 
South Vietnamese expect. 

With the additional aircraft 
carrier reinforcement now 
available in the Gulf of Ton- 


king. the Americans ought to 
be able to cope. But the sort 
of installations they have be¬ 
queathed to the South Viet¬ 
namese are extremely vulnen* 
able.

If the North Vietnamese 
had ever been able to achieve 
anything like parity, in the 
air. the war would have been 
over long ago. At the same 
time, the lack of all air op¬ 
position has bred considerable 
complacency among the 
Americans and the South 
Vietnamese. 

A few lightning attacks on 
helipads, for example, could 
have a devastating effect on 
the South Vietnamese capaci¬ 
ty to reinforce and resupply, 
especially in the Central High¬ 
lands and Quang Tri province. 

There may be no Dien Bien 
Phu in prospect but there 
could be some very awkward 
surprises when the northern 
offensive begins.

At the bottom of that tree we have 
wines called simply Burgundy, produced 
anywhere in the region. The Cotes de 
Beaune and Cotes de Nuits are the prin¬ 
cipal subdivisions of Burgundy.

The Cotes de Nuits, to fix on one, is 
composed of a number of communes — 
Gevrey-Chambertin, Nuits-St.-Georges, 
Chambolle-Musigny and Vosne-Romanee 
among them. And within these com¬ 
munes are individual vineyards, as for 
instance, within Gevrey-Chambertin. le 
Chambertin itself, Cos de Beze, Cha- 
pelle-Chambertin. Charmes-Chambertin. 
and others. We are now at the top of the 
tree. 

If a restaurant proprietor pays 55- 
end-something a bottle for a bottle of 
Beaune or Cotes de Nuits and applies the 
common 100 per cent mark-up, the price 
(for a relatively modest wine) is already 
at about as much as the traffic will bear. 

Thus the wine lists of Canadian eating 
places may be graded^ in descending 
scale from the not-very-good to the deri¬ 
sory. They are loaded with regional and 
district wines almost to the total neglect 
of wines of individual named vineyards 
because the liquor boards’ — and their 
own — insistence on mark-ups in excess 
of 100 per cent put prices of the latter 
out of sight.

But lets’ get hack to you In the Horn 
of a Dilemna Steakhouse. You have 
raised your sights from the native prod¬ 
uct and have passed over Sparkling Bur¬ 
gundy. recognizing that it was made for 
people who take ketchup with Boeuf 
Wellington. 

It is worth noting that the greatest 
name (assuming there is one to be 
found) will not always be the best buy; a 
four-year-old chateau-bottled claret of a 
good year would be too young to warrant 
its price. 

The great rise in the popularity of 
Beaujolais is partly attributable to that; 
most Beaupolais is as good as it is going 
to he (no slight intended) as soon as it is 
bottled. Chateauneuf-du-Pape is a full- 
bodied wine, unlike Beaujolais. which 
matures In a few years. Also, since it 
comes from an area of abundant sun¬ 
shine. vintages don’t matter much. 

Finally, some Italian (A Chianti 
classico) and some Spanish wines (those 
of the Rioja region) offer good value at 
generally lower prices than their French 
equivalents.

The new product, which will 
be available in B.C. Liquor 
Control Board outlet! March 
1, will sell far $2.60 per dozen, 
plua 13 cent* tax, compared to 
$2.70 plua 14 cents tax for reg¬ 
ular brands. 

A company epokesman said 
the new brand will have 
slightly lei* than 4 per cent 
alcoholic content by volume, 
compared with the usual 5 per 
cent. 

Victoria Labatt’s manager 
Waiter Spershott aaid the new 
brand i* aimed at the younger 
drinkers. He said that the ini¬ 
tial run will be 75.000 dozen 
and the local brewery will 
manufacture the entire B.C. 
output. 

Spershott said that there 
are no plans to can the prod¬ 
uct as the Victoria brewery 
cannot perform that opera¬ 
tion. 

The new brand will alao b* 
marketed in Alberta. 


Company president George 
Seller* said after retiring aU 
short and long-term indebted¬ 
ness relating to the grain 
business, it is estimated that 
the offer will result in improv¬ 
ing the company’s working 
capital by $4 million and in¬ 
creasing its shareholders’ eq¬ 
uity by nearly $2 million. 

Sellers said the company 
has been concerned in recent 
years with its low return from 
its investment in tha grain- 
handJing business. 

"For several years earnings 
from grain operations were 
not sufficient to cover divi¬ 
dends. Although earnings last 
year and during the first part 
of this year improved sub¬ 
stantially due to record sales, 
we do not anticipate these 
earnings can be maintained 
on a regular basis,” he said.

That was the question both¬ 
ering National Hockey League 
officials Monday alter the 
weekly scoring statistics 
showed Boston’s Esposito and 
New York’s Jean Ratelle tied 
for the lead with 102 points 
each. 


The Bruins, you see, 
thought Esposito had 103. _ 

"I can only go by the report 
we get after the game,” said 
Ron Andrews, the NHL's stat¬ 
istician. “Our figures show 
Esposito and Ratelle both 
with 102." 

The missing assist is proba¬ 
bly somewhere in the mail be¬ 
tween Minneapolis and Mon¬ 
treal on the official scorer's 
report of Saturday night's 


game between the Bruins and 
North Stars. 

Boston won the gsme 6-4 
and originally, Esposito had 
no points credited to him. 

“I sit these seats away 
from the official scorer," said 
Dick Dillman, public relations 
director for the North Stars. 
"Unless there was a change 
that I’m not aware of, Esposi¬ 
to got no points." 

When the Bruins arrived In 


Chicago for Sunday's game 
against the Black Hawks, it 
was announced that a late 
change on the last Boston 
goal had added an assist tor 
Esposito. The point wag his 
100th of the season, the writ¬ 
ers were told. 

When Espo scored two goals 
and an assist in Boston's 3-1 
victory over the Hawks, the 
writers, using second grade 
addition, credited him with 


103 points. Ratelle’s three 
points Sunday night in New 
York gave him 102. and, the 
writers wrote, one point less 
than Esposito.

Then came the official NHL 
release Monday showing the 
tie and that's when the miss¬ 
ing assist became an issue. 

NHL rules do not permit 
scoring changes after a game 
ends. If there are changes on 


any goal, they must be report¬ 
ed by either the team captain 
or alternate to the timekeeper 
at ioe level who in turn fa sup¬ 
posed to relay the information 
to' the official scorer. 

The Bruins say they re¬ 
quested the change on their 
last goal Saturday night. 
Unless it shows up on the of¬ 
ficial scorer’s sheet, it will be 
classified as missing in ac¬ 
tion.

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Public Employees Talking United Front

Will municipal employees 
throughout B.C. be the next to 
feel the pressure o t provincial 
government wage limitations? 

This question was posed 
Monday amid talk of forming 
all public employee unions 
into a united front as a means 
of battling what unionists see 
as a serious threat to collec¬ 
tive bargaining rights. 

So far, government policy of 
holding wage increases to 6.5 
per cent has spread from the 
provincial employee field to 
the hospital employees, teach¬ 
ers and non-teaching school 
hoard employees. 

{executives of major em¬ 
ployee groups met separately 
during the weekend and plans 
were made on Monday for a 
March 1 meeting that would 
bring representatives of all ef¬ 
fected unions together. 

If a united front is created, 
It could involve upward of 
70,000 employees. Those con¬ 
cerned at this stage Are B.C. 
Government Employees’ 
Union with a membership of 
16,000; the 23,000-member 
B.C. Teachers’ Federation; 
Canadian Union of Public 
Employees with. 12,500 


members in B.C.; the 10.500- 
member Hospital Employees’ 
Union and the Registered 
Nurses Association of B.C., 
said to have more than 10,000 
members. 

The meeting has been ar¬ 
ranged by the teachers’ feder¬ 
ation and it ia understood an 
invitation will also be sent to 
the B.C. Medical Association. 

The move to involve the 
medical association with the 
unions would apparently be a 
first in B.C. But union spokes¬ 
men point out that the 3,300 
physicians who belong to the 
association are faced with the 
same problem as the others. 

The government has set a 
limit for fees. The doctors, 
claiming they have been 
given no freedom to negotiate, 
have rejected the limit by a 
96 per cent margin. 

“It would only take a minor 
change in the Municipal Act 
to bring about the same thing 
for municipal employees,” 
John Fryer said Monday. 

Fryer, general secretary of 
the B.C. Government Employ¬

He said Health Minister 
Ralph Loffmark had dealt 
with the medical field, Educa¬ 
tion Minister Donald Brothers 
with the teachers and Labor 
Minister James Chabot with 
the non-teaching board em¬ 
ployees. 

"Now what's to stop Munici¬ 


pal Affairs Minister Dan 
Campbell from following suit 
where the municipal employ¬ 
ees are concerned?" Fryer 

asked. 

Fryer said the unions were 
looking upon the government 
policy as an "extremely dan¬ 
gerous" threat to the rights of 
employees. 

"Once you no longer have 
free collective bargaining you 
no longer have a free soci¬ 
ety," he told the Colonist. 
"Abolition of free collective 
'bargaining is one of the first 
ingredient* of a totalitarian 
state." 

He sarid the government ap¬ 
peared to be "picking on 
groups that are already away 
behind — those in the weakest 
position where wages are con¬ 
cerned. This is a very alarm- 
.ng trend.’’ 

The government employees 
have not been successful so 
far in their fight for collective 
bargaining rights. The other' 
unions do have such rights, 
but are faced with govern¬ 
ment policy establishing cer¬ 
tain limits. 

Fryer said It was important 
that the unions "bring to the 
attention of the people of the 
province just what is going 

on."

He said the 6.5 per cent 
increase policy might be a 
"subtle way of destroying 
these organizations." 

"It should be realized that 
the pubHc employeesVlike ev¬ 
eryone else, are buying homes 
and groceries and clothing,” 
he said. "But what are they 
(government) doing about 
limiting prices?” 

Harry Greene of Van¬ 
couver, president of CUPE in 
B.C., said in a prepared state¬ 
ment that the provincial gov¬ 
ernment "is moving to set 
wages by cabinet decree. 

"While the government first 
directed its newest anti-labor 
attack agiinst B.C. teachers, 
it has since indicated that 
non-teaching school board em¬ 
ployees will be next. Once 
such an erosion of the demo¬ 
cratic process begins where 
will it stop? Who will be next? 
Eventually, all working peo¬ 
ple will have their wages set 
at the whim of the provincial 
cabinet minister*.” 

The pattern began a year 


ago when civil servants were 
given a 6.5 per cent wage in¬ 
crease. It was announced the 
same hike would hold true for 
hospital workers this year. 

When there appeared a 
chance the hospital workers 
might strike, the government 
ordered that their case be 
dealt with by the B.C. Media¬ 
tion Commission. Hearings 
have not concluded. 

Education Minister Brothers 
announced the government 
wouldn’t share with school 
boards the costa of any part 
of teachers’ salaries exceed¬ 
ing a 6.5 per cent increase. 

Since then, he has in- 
troduced legislation that 
would require ratepayer ap¬ 
proval for any increase above 
the level set by cabinet.. 

The last such move came 
last Wednesday when Labor 
Minister Chabot said non¬ 
teaching employees of school 
boards would face the same 
restrictions. 

Green warned: "We will not 
sit idly by while the govern¬ 


ment erodes the legislative 
authority of school boards and 
destroys the democratic 
rights and standard of living 
of our members." 

Norm Richards of Victoria,

war upon public employees."

Marquardt Case 

Ship Fraud Charges 
Conviction Appealed 


Victoria businessman Sieg- 
fried Marquardt has applied 
to the Supreme Court of Cana¬ 
da for leave to appeal his con¬ 
viction on 11 counts of fraud 
arising from a project to con¬ 
vert a former U.S. naval ves¬ 
sel into a floating maritime 
entertainment centre. 

David Williams of Duncan, 
counsel for Marquardt, said in 
an interview Monday that an 
application for leave to appeal 
the conviction to the Supreme 
Court of Canada will be heard 
In Ottawa March 6. 

In a separate action, Mar¬ 
quardt has launched an ap¬ 
ical before the B.C. Appeal 
Court againat a one-year jail 
sentence imposed at the time 
he was convicted. This appeal 
is scheduled to be heard by 
the appeal court in Victoria 
Thursday 

The two appeals are a fol¬ 
low-up to a partially success¬ 
ful appeal heard In Vancouver 
last month by the B.C. Appeal 


Court. In a judgment handed 
down last week, the appeal 
court upheld Marquardt’s con¬ 
viction on the 11 fraud counts 
but overturned a lower court 
decision convicting the Vic¬ 
toria man on a 12th count of 
fraud tor which Marquardt 
had been sentenced to two 
years.

They have talked to politi¬ 
cians about practical aspects 
such as the availability of 
seata to run for and have de¬ 
cided party plana are aet and 
the proapect of any of them 
running a new woman can¬ 
didate la unlikely. 

"We are Independently ap¬ 
pealing to women to push our 


way into the men's world, hut 
Its face, Just on that ac¬ 
count."

$1,000 grant he studied the use 
of natural prairie planta by 
the Rlackfoot society. 

Rlackfoot families were not 
l>ermitted to have more than 
three dependent children at 
any ona time, ha was told dur¬ 
ing the interviews. This was 
to limit the chance of starva¬ 
tion in the band during harsh 
times. 

To help the families limit 
tha number of children, band 
members had access to com¬ 
binations of roots and herbs 
that ware supposed to produos 
birth-control brews and medi¬ 
cines, Gadd sak!. 

During the summer, Gadd, 
made several tapes of t)ls in¬ 
terviews with tha Indian 


elders. These have been sent 
to the provincial museum In 
Edmonton for deciphering l>c- 
cause they are in the original 
Rlackfoot dialect. 

Gadd found that the plants 
used by the Indians before the 
Intervention of the white man 
were divided into groups de¬ 
pending on whether they were 
for public or restricted usa 
and also as to their religious 
or medicinal properties. 

Publlo planta and herbs 
were open to use by all 
members of the tribe; the pri¬ 
vate ones belonged to one per¬ 
son or specific group. 

The private classifications 
could be used for barter. 

Gadd catalogued 82 species 


of plants from the Information 
gained thla aummer. 

He oould not verify ths ac¬ 
tual medicinal claims mads 
for the plants. However, he 
thought at least some of them 
worked after centuries of 
trial-and-error study by the 
Indians. 

Ths root of prairie crocus 


was used to speed up a wo¬ 
man's labor [tains, he said. A 
species of clamatis was used 
both as a dye and brewed to 
make a medicine to treat 
horaea suffering from urine 
retention.

Shrubs Easiest 


1 w«« browiing through my favorit# 
record shop the other day — I have 
been badly bitten by the stereo hl-fl bug 
when I ran across an old boaton 
Pops diac called Classical Mutlc lor 
People Who Hate Classical Muaic. It oc¬ 
curred to me that ri-should be devoting 
at least a lew oI my garden oulumne to 
folk* who don’t like gardening. 


I have to keep reminding myaell that 
all homeowners are not necessarily true 
alliclonados of gardening — there are 
actually a lew benighted -characters 
who get their kicks out of golf or bridge 
or fishing, and who couldn't care less 
what la planted out front as long a* the 
home grounds look reasonably neat end 
attractive with a minimum of mainte¬ 
nance chores.

To those of my readers who have 
such queer and perverted tastes; who 
look upon a hoe with a .jaundiced eye 
and regard a manure pile as a muss of 
smelly goo rather than a trove of gold* 
en treasure, l cannot do letter than la 
recommend the use of plenty of shrubs 
rather than the hack-breaking annual 
flowers or the hard-to-manuge |>erennlal 
b*trtlers. Flowering shrulu give an es¬ 
tablished, permanent l«n>k to the garden 
soon after you plant them; all are at¬ 
tractive in bloom, while many have 
colorful berries and bright autumn fo¬ 
liage. 


The big thing for lukewarm gar¬ 
deners. though, is that a shrub border 
requires almost no care at all once It is 
happily established, and nothing very 
serious is going to happen to It tf It 
should be neglected while the ooho run 
is on. A surface muloh of leaves, peat 
mots, lawn mowings or sawdust will 
keep down weeds and eliminate the 
need for cultivating; all that really 
needs doing Is a little occasional prun¬ 
ing to maintain a pleasing site and 
shape. 

There are two schools of thought In 
the planning of a shrub border. You can 
"go for broke” by filling the whole bed 
with subjects which all bloom at the 
same time, giving one glorious display 
of oolor in* the spring and nothing very 
much for the rest of the year. Or you 
can play It safe by mixing the spring, 
summer and fall-hlonming kinds, in¬ 
cluding even a few which do their flo¬ 
wering in the dead.of winter, thereby 
giving a hit of interest all year round, 
although without any lavish display at 
any OM lime. 

It you like to live dangerously and 
plump for the vivid but short-lived 
splurge of color, the trick here is to 
select shrubs which will provide Inter¬ 
esting contrasts in foliage, or architec¬ 
tural form, or even berried splendor in 
the lohg months when there are no blos¬ 
soms. 


Shrubs can also be used to fill al- . 
moat every planting need. They are 
particularly effective for hiding or sof- ; 
tenlna the harsh outlines of the house 
foundations. They may be planted indi¬ 
vidually, as omamantal specimens, to 
break up an expanse of lawn, and they 
can ba arranged In an ornamental bed 
In much the same way as a perennial 
border — but without the labor of stak¬ 
ing and tying and pertodio lifting and 
dividing. 

Use shrubs, too. to separate the veg¬ 
etable plot from the recreation portion 
of the backyard. Plant shrubs - the 
sprawling kinds — on steep bunks to 
prevent erosion, or as colorful, easy-to- 
manage Informal hedges. They are ex¬ 
cellent as screens to ensure prlvaoy, 
and many kinds will supply sprays of 
bloom for cutting. 

While the lalwr involved In subse¬ 
quent upkeep and maintenance of a 
shrub garden Is negligible, it doee pay 
to axert yourself for once and do a very 
thorough job of soil preparation and 
planting, for the shrill is you plant this 
spring are a permanent Investment, 
destined to be your garden companions 
for many years to come.

Barren reminded the premier 
that Hydro chairman Dr. Gor¬ 
don Shrum was already on 
reoord an saying that the 
crown utility oould supply gas 
at 2 to 3 per oent leas than 
current prices not only on the 
Island but throughout the 
Uiwer Mainland as well. 

These economies, however, 
Barrett said, are <1e|>endent 
on Hydro being allowed to 
build the pipeline to the Is¬ 
land and obtaining the larger 
bulk purchases of gas thin 
would entail. 

Bennett replied: "It’s gov¬ 
ernment |*ollcy that we should 
gel Ihe lowest |M)sslhle price 
for the people of Vancouver 
IsiMnd."

Quilt Inquest 
Facts Tabled 


A three-volume transcript 
of the inquest Into the death 
of Frederick Quilt was tabled 
m the Legislature by Attor¬ 
ney-General Leslie Peterson 
Monday. 

Peterson said he had r^ad 
the transcript over the week¬ 
end and would make copies of 
it available to the Union of 
B.C. Indian Chiefs. He would 
also ask that anyone with any 
additional relevant evidence 
on the case communicate di¬ 
rectly with the province's 
chief coroner Glen Macdonald 
who is reviewing tlie case. 

The inquest was lveld earlier 
this year into the death of 
Quilt, a 55-year-old Indian 
from the Stoney reserve near- 
Alexis Creek. Quilt died Nov. 
SO and some Indians alleged 
that the cause of death was a 
>>eating by an out-of-uniform 
RCMP officer. 


The. coroner's Jury at the 
inquest, held At Williams 
Lake, attached no blame to 
anyone in the death. 

Asked, by opposition leader 
Dave Barrett whether any 
further action would be taken 
on the death. Peterson said It 
would be "premature at this 
point In time to determine 
what future action might be.'* 

It would depend, he said, on 
what further investigations 
about the nature of Quilt's in¬ 
juries showed, and on any 
further evidence given to 
Macdonald. 

Macdonald had so far given 
no recommendations on tire 
case, he said. 

Asker by Barrett to make 
himself clearer on the further 
investigations into Quilt's in¬ 
juries, Peterson replied he 
had "no intention" of making 
himself clearer while the In¬ 
vestigations were in progress.

“Your financial wizardry 
has brought us to this situa¬ 
tion,*' Barrett charged, stat¬ 
ing that the bad deal meant 
tlie government was paying 
out money that should be used 
tor employment programs, 
hospital-building and tlie pro¬ 
vision of chronic care facili¬ 
ties. 

"What a fiasco! What a 
monumental blunder!" 

T h e opposition leader 
traced the history of the 
treaty noting thut before sign¬ 
ing the treaty, the govern¬ 
ment had told the people that 
B.C. would get cheap electric 
power out of the deal, then 
changing its tune to say it 
was not possible to say how 
much the whole Columbia 
project would coot. 

Burt Campbell (SC—Revel- 
stoke-Slocan) defended the 
government, saying the main 
■ns for tlie increased 
costs were much higher labor 
costs than had been antici¬ 
pated and the imposition of 
the 11-per-cent federal tax on 
building materials. 

In his speech. Barrett also 
termed last week’s exchanges 
bptween Bennett and Prime 
Minister Trudeau "childish" 
on both their parts. The ex¬ 
change* were "a neat diver¬ 
sion" to get people's attention 
away from the real problems, 
mostly economic, of the prov¬ 
ince and country, he said.

The B.C. government hu* 
removed the live per cent 
iu»le* tax from all non 
prescription pain killing 
drugs. It was announced .Mon¬ 
day. 

A cabinet order In-councII 
passed Friday and released 
Monday, state* that “drugs 
and medicament* taken Inter¬ 
nally whether orally or other¬ 
wise or applied externally 
that alleviate pain are exempt 
from the application of the 
tax." 

Ague* Kiip pa (ACL Van¬ 
couver South), who has 
pre*s4*d the government to re¬ 
move the tax on such drugs, 
said Monday only prescription 
drugs were exempt In the 
past. 


Bennett Opposes Equalization 

4 Income Ba lance Best 


The B.C. government is not 
against equal treatment for 
all Canadians. but just 
against equalization payments 
that go to provincial govern¬ 
ments. Premier Bennett oaid 
Monday. 

Speaking in debate on his 
estimates, the premier said 
that instead of the present 
system of equalization pay¬ 
ments, there should be a ne¬ 
gative income tax system that 
will give money directly to 
poor individuals. 

But Opposition Leader Dave 
Barrett said this statement 
was "hollow," because if the 
premier really believed in a 


guaranteed annual income, he 
would begin it Immediately in 
B.C with tho federal govern¬ 
ment sharing half the costs 
under the provisions of the 
Canadiu Assistance Act. 

“\VB are in favor of fair 
treatment to all Canadians no 
matter where they live in 
Canada," Bennett told the 
house. And, he said, his sys¬ 
tem of guaranteed annual in¬ 
come would work out as an 
equalization payment. 

Depressed areas in the 
country have more poor peo¬ 
ple, be explained, ao with 
each poor person -receiving a 
grant, the poor areas would 


receive more money. 

In fact, he said, this system 
would, lyprlt better than the 
present system which has not 
resulted in the economic stan¬ 
dards of the have-not prov¬ 
inces catching up with those 
of the have provinces. 

He read to the house a long 
editorial from the Toronto 
Globe and Mall which sup¬ 
ported hit position, and urged 
all B.C. residents to get a 
copy of It and all B.C. news¬ 
papers to publish it. 

Barrett said that a .work¬ 
able guaranteed annual in¬ 
come plan could be put into 
effect In B.C. through the 


Canada Assistance Plan with 
Ottawa picking up half the 
costs and, if Bennett did not 
do this, his talk about such a 
project was nothing ‘ but 
"cheap political hogwash." 

Bennett said that If just one i 
province instituted auch a pro¬ 
gram, everyone would flock to 
B.C. to take advantage of it.

Shadow Cost High 


British Columbia' has a 
shadow budget which t* big¬ 
ger and growing faster than 
the one voted ou in the legis¬ 
lature each year, Liberal 
leader Patrick McGeer 
charged in the house Monday. 

And. he said, the shadow 
budget, and the shadow cabi¬ 
net which manages it, should 
be brought into the open, mo 
MLAm can find out aUuit the 
spending estimates for next 
year and how much tax sur¬ 
plus money w ill go into it. 

The shadow budget, or hid¬ 
den budget, he said consisted 
of the more than $2 billion in 
pension plan funds and spe¬ 
cial funds which the govern¬ 
ment Invests and manages 
but never brings to the flour 
of tlie lunise. 

This year, he said. that bud¬ 
get grew by about $225 million 
— more than the $145 million 
increase In the real budget. 


Almost al! the money in it. 
McGeer said, to Invested In 
B.C. Hydro - $1.24 billion out 
of $2 billion. Of the $225 mil¬ 
lion increase, $193 million 
went to Hydro. 

Members of the shadow 
cabinet, he said, included 
Einar Gunderson, a member 
of the board of directors of 
both Hydro and the Pacific 
Great Eastern Railway.

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Hanoi About To Spring Striking Surprise

Just before Christmas,

1953 the head of the 
Vietnamese police In 
Hanoi told me that the 
Viet Minh were bringing 
In 106 millimetre field 
guns and anti-aircraft 
guns from China. He 
talked in some detail of 
the number of guns that 
had already arrived and 
of t h e t r destination — 
Dien Bien Phu. 


I checked with the French 


who scoffed at the report, 
and, since it was alarming, if 
not alarmist, decided not to 
write it until I had oheoked it 
out with other sources. 

The BriUsh Far East com¬ 
mand in Singapore had 
heard nothing of the news but 
decided to check, and one 
night some weeks later I had 
a call from a friend who re¬ 
ported that what I had said 
had now been confirmed. 

I wrote the story with a Sin¬ 
gapore dateline and K imme¬ 
diately caused an uproar in 
Paris, where the French ac-

cused the British of having 
leaked secret material to me. 

The curious part of the 
story is that the French did 
not react to their own in¬ 
telligence, The entrenched 
camp at Dien Bien Phu was 
wholly unprepared for the 
fire that came out of the 
hills from the Viot Minh 
guns on the night of March 
13. 1954. 

The French dugouts and 
bunkers had been built to 
withstand harassing mortar 
and 75 mm fire, not the bar¬ 
rage the Viet Minh 105 mm 
and 120 mm mortars laid 
down. Bunkers collapsed 
under the weight of the fire, 
smothering troops in debris. 
Casualties from artillery fire 
were fearful. 

The surprise in the air was 
no less acute. French pilots 
had never flown against real 
anti-aircraft fire and the 
planes trying to re*up|riy <and 
reinforce Dien Bien Phu 
climbed ever higher! 

A substantial part of the 
supplies they dropped landed 
in Viet Minh areas. 


The inevitable end came in 
the late afternoon of May 7, 56 
days after the first attack. 
Holding all the commanding 
ground. the Viet Minh 
wheeled up their new multiple 
rocket launchers and re¬ 
coilless rifles, firing over oi»en 
sights at runges of only a few 
hundred yards.

As the North Vietnamese 
leaders prepare for what they 
hoik? will be the decisive 
phase of the second Indochina 
War, the South Vietnamese 
and the Americans are better 
Informed about their adver¬ 
saries' secret weapons. 

In the fighting on the Plain 
of Jars last Decemlier the 
North Vietnamese brought in 
M1G21« as air cover and on 
the ground took the wrai* off 
heavy tanks and long-range 
130 millimetre guns.

(Right, you, 
her partner, having won or lost the toss, 
depending on how you look at It, have 
the wine-list). 

An amusing little vin du pays with the 
lamb-chops, perhaps? The trouble with 
the Canadian vine due pays, or one of the 
troubles, is that most provincial liquor 
commissions, by oi>eratlng what 
amounts to a tariff against imported 
wines, have allowed them more price 
latitude than is good for them. They 
would be more ingratiating If they cost 
less.

But there you are. anyway, pondering 
the Hat. Some Canadian wines are de¬ 
scribed in European terms — they are 
Medoc or Claret (Bordeaux) types, or 
Burgundy types, or Sauternes types. 
(For reasons known only to God and the 
industry, what is Sauternes in the origi¬ 
nal becomes Sauterne in Canada, but, at 
that, the spelling is a good deal more ap¬ 
proximate than anything else about it. 

Or there may be a grape-type men¬ 
tioned — for instance. Riesling. The 
Riesling grape is the type from which 
the best German wines are made and a 
wine described as Riesling — and they 
are made wherever wines are produced 
— should bear some passing resem¬ 
blance to that ideal. 

Similarly a wine described as Pinot, 
wherever it may be found, aspires to be 
taken for a Burgundy (the Pinot Noir is 
the Burgundy grape) and a Cahernet 
seeks to imitate a Bordeaux (the Caber¬ 
net Sauvignon is the sqvtrelgn vine of 
that region).

Where there are no clues such as 
those, you. sitting there peering dimly 
into the list, are on your own. 

(A few years ago, some English jour¬ 
nalists in Ottawa covering their prime 
minister, went out to dinner one night, 
and, worthy inheritors of the Drake tra¬ 
dition. decided to venture the native 
wine. 

The waiter talked them into one of 
those perfumed wines called Zang, or 
Twing, which were undergoing a mo¬ 
mentary fad, as something called (told 
Duck is now. The next day. one of them, 
telling about it, was asked what it was. 
“I don't know." he said. "I think it Was 
Yardley’s ’64.") 

A direct effect of the pronounced 


price bias which most Canadian liquor 
commission! apply against imported 
wines is that, even in the best restau¬ 
rants, wine lists tend to be not just very, 
very pricey, but meagre and unadven- 
turesome. Let's take the case of the 
wines of Burgundy to prove the point. 

At the bottom of that tree we have 
wines called simply Burgundy, produced 
anywhere in the region. The Cotes do 
Beaune and Cotes de Nuits are the prin¬ 
cipal subdivisions at Burgundy. 

★ ★ it 

The Cotes de Nuits, to fix on one. is 
composed oif a number of communes — 
Gevrey-Chambertin, Nuits-St. -Georges. 
Chambolle-Musigny and Vosne-Romanee 
among them. And within these com¬ 
munes are individual vineyards, as for 
Instance, within Gevrey-Ctiambertin. le 
Chambertin itself. Clos de Beze, Cha- 
pelle-Chambertin. Charmes-Chambcrtin, 
and others. We are now at the top of the 
tree. 

If a restaurant proprietor pays $5- 
and-something a bottle for a liottle of 
Beaune or Cotes de Nuits and applies the 
common 100 per cent mark-up, the price 
(for a relatively modest wine) is already 
at about as much as the traffic will hear. 

Thus the wine lists of Canadian eating 
places may be graded in descending 
scale from the not-very-good to the deri¬ 
sory.

It is worth noting that the greatest 
name (assuming there is one to be 
found) will not always lie the best buy; a 
four-year-old chateau-bottled claret or a 
good year would be too young to warrant 
its price. 

The great rise In the popularity of 
Beaujolais is partly attributable to that; 
most Beuui*>lais is as gixxl as it is going 
to be (no slight intended! as soon as it Is 
bottled. Chateauneuf-du-Pape is a full- 
bodied wine, unlike Beaujolais, which 
matures in a few years. Also, since it 
comes from an area of abundant sun¬ 
shine, vintages don’t matter much. 

Finally, some Italian (A Chianti 
classico) and some Spanish wines (those 
of the Rioja region) offer good value at 
generally lower prices than their French 
equivalents.

School Vandalism Costs Unnoticed

PORT ALBERNI Tax- 
payers simply do not realize 
the high coat of roust uni van¬ 
dalism in Port Alberni 
schools. 

Ho feels Harry Carroll, su¬ 
perintendent of grounds and 
buildings "'tor tlie Alberni 
echool district. 

If more people did appreci¬ 
ate what vandalism meant to 
their pockets more of them 
would he Interested In ^port¬ 
ing unusual activities they no¬ 
tice around school buildings, 
Carroll said In an Interview 
this week. 

lAst week vandals entered 
Redford school through an un¬ 
locked door. Before they left 
they had caused ovor $1,000 


damage. Water pipe* were 
left running full force, glue 
and pulnt smeared over 
black lx/arils and a mess of 
pu|M‘i*s. book** and material of 
all kinds strewn throughout 
the rooms. Children from four 
Hasses hud to be sent home 
until the school Could be 
cleaned tip* 

“Yet this whs kid-type van¬ 
dalism we believe," said 
school board chairman Alice 
Chlko. "We had a similar 
case last year at Maquinna 
school. Fortunately we don’t 
get as many of these as we 
used to, possibly because of 
new teaching methods. Per¬ 
haps kids don’t hate school as 
much as they used to." 

However, this is only one of 
several types of vandalism 

I 


the school board chairman 
■aid. "Lately the big problem 
has been theft of electronic 
equipment. A directive has 
gone out to principals to keep 
all electronic material looked 
up ut the end of each day. 

For buildtflg superintendent 
Csfrol! Its Just another head¬ 
ache. 

“Storage space Is always li¬ 
mited and now we are faced 
with downs <>f requests from 
principals for secure areas 
law enough to store all the 
electronic equipment used In 
today's schools. It's real 
problem," he snid. 

Strangely enough the Port 
Alberni htgh school has less of 
a theft problem than the ele¬ 
mentary srhool*. 

“But it does not appear to 


lie actually organized. It's a 
tape recorder here, a record 
player there. Not a case of 
someone bringing In a truck 
and clearing out « school," 
Carroll said. 

According to ft CMP records 
and Carroll's own filed, be¬ 
tween February and No¬ 
vember last year there were 
15 cases of breaking and en¬ 
tering and theft and 11 cases 
of vandalism with, as In last 
week ! damage spree, nothing 
•tolen. 

Two country schools, with 
houses In their Immediate vi¬ 
cinity. were the worst hit. 
Heaver Creek school alone 
fed six oases of breaking and 
entering end four cases of 
vandalism last year. 

^JBut what costa the taxpay¬ 


ers the moet and what never 
■eetna to bring any report to 
pollue or school officials Is 
window breaking. At GUI 
School last summer W) win¬ 
dows were broken. In the past 
two weeks, 45 panes of glass 
had to be replaced at Alberni 
elementary school In the 
heart of a business and resi¬ 
dential district. In all, broken 
glass coat the eohool fetid, 
and the taxpayer, $10,000 last 
year. 

Th# school board has posted 
■ standing reward of $100 for 
Information leading to the ap¬ 
prehension of people responsi¬ 
ble for school vandalism, as ll 
does not have Insurance to 
cover the problem. 

“We have Investigated In¬ 
surance rates an breaking and 


entering. TTie rates are high 
and so Is the amount deducti¬ 
ble. It Just doesn’t pay to 
carry It," Mj». Chlka said. 

Meantime the hoard U deal¬ 
ing with the broken window 
problem by s costly but ef¬ 
ficient method. Aa windows 
are broken they are now 
lielng replaced hy unbreaka¬ 
ble glass which is not really 
glass at all but polycarbonate. 
This costs more than twioe as 
much as glass, 

"If taxpayers Just realized 
the costs Involved, I'm sure 
more would oo-operate In re¬ 
porting Immediately when 
they see anything suspicious. 
Oi-operatlon from resident* 
would be the quickest way to 
out down i»n the problem," 
Carroll said,

The B.C. Laltor Relations 
Board hog made a report ‘fa¬ 
vorable to Hie union" in con¬ 
nection with a hearing that 
dealt with Hie lll's-month-old 
strike at Sandringham Pri¬ 
vate Hospital, the Colonist, 
learned Monday. 

Tjie hearing, which took 
place last Wednesday, was 
prompted hy the Canadian 
Union of Public Employees on 
the contention that the private 
hospital had not bargained 
collectively w'ith Hie employ¬ 
ees who were seeking a first 
contract. 

It is a requirement of the 
B.C. Mediation Act that all 
reasonable el forts jmssihle lie 
made to conduct collective 
bargaining. 

The union had asked tha 
hoard to determine if Hie hos¬ 
pital really had engaged in 
such bargaining. 

A leading CUPB official in 
Victoria said Monday night he 
had still not received a copy 
of the report and didn't know 
anything about the contents. 

However, the Colonist, 
learned from highly responsi¬ 
ble sources that the report 
was mailed soon after the 
hearing and that the I* ami 
sided with the union's views. 

"I cHn confirm tha I Hie re¬ 
port lias lieen received and is 
favorable to the union," said 
one man who pluyed a major 
rule in Hie hearing.
